Final Action Summary 

Claims 1- 20 are pending in the application. 

Claims 1-13, 19 and 20 have been rejected under 35 USC 102(e) as being 
anticipated by Creigh et al (US Patent 5,956,348). 

Claims 14, 16, and 17 have been rejected under 35 USC 103(a) as being 
unpatentable over Creigh in view of Bottorff et al (US Publishing 2001.0014104 
Al). 

Claims 1 5 and 1 8 are allowed. 
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
